General Kuropatkin is giving 
ground before the armies of Japan, 
and Wednesday he abandoned po.si- 
lions smith and southwest of Muk- 
den, burning such of 1^ supplies 
as he could not carry with him.

The 
cor i'„self is run on a platform which 
re.sls alrove the set of wheels. 

As the wheels are stationary and 
rublrer-tirod there isno*noise nor 
jar Next lo this train platform 
there is another platform, also on 
wheels and traveling in the same 
direction at the rate of six miles au 
hour. Next to this second plat 
form is a third, traveling at the rate 
of three miles an hour. 

A pa.ssenger steps from the regu- 
lar .station platform and reaches 
the three miles an hour platform, 
then from this to the second or 
s.x mile an hour platform. 

Eroin this, in like manner and 
wilh no inconvenience, he reaches 
the nine mile an hour platform and 
lakes his seat. On reaching his 
station he alights by a similar pro- 
cess of diminishing speed. 

The moving platform, its proprie- 
tors decLare, can deliver 47,520 
seated passengers per hour at any 
given point, whereas the subway 
h.as only a capacity of 28,080.
